WASHINGTON, May 18 —The galler-

Stewart of Nevada gave notice of an 


amendment that ho would otter to the 
tailff bill, providing that there shall be 
at all times a reserve fund in the treas. 
ury of »l>0,000,000, and that whenever 
available the balance shall exceed $50,- 
000,000. It shall be the duty of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury to Invest the 
surplus in TJnittd States bonds and 
that -when lesa than $50,000,000 aie In 
the treasury ho shall issue legal-tender 
non-interest bearing notes to make up 
the deficiency; that such notes bhall be 
mado payable 
out of any surplus of 


over $50,000,000; that i£ theie is innufll- 
cient coin to meet the coin obligations 
of the United States whleh shall como 
into the treasury thiough the oidlnary 
sources of revenue, the secretaiy shall 
exchange silver oei tificates for the coin 
which Is in the treasury for their re- 
demption; that tho conversion of silver 
certificates shall discharge coin obli- 
gations of the United States and it shall 
be the duty of the Secietaiy of the 
Tieasury to coin sufilcieiu silver bul- 
lion purchased under the law of July 14, 
1890, 
to supply all deficiencies In the 


supply of coin, under these pi ovisions, 
to meet and discharge all coin obllga> 
tlons presented.

The Senator, in his reply, says that 


his position is an embarrassing one, ow- 
ing to the totally divergent views ta- 
ken regarding powerful Interests In the 
Stato. On the one hand the beet sugar 
men arc appealing to have the treaty 
abrogated HO that they can be protected 
and on the other side comes the stute- 
ments of the commercial organizations, 
the banka and exporters, who consider 
the treaty of vital Importance, and as 
an Important factor In the prosperity 
of the State. It ia a ticklish position 
to be In, arid the Senator says that he 
will aacurluln if possible the wishes of 
tho majority of the people In the State 
and abide thnreby. 


In reviewing the situation, he sums 


up the treaty proposition as follows: 
"We are now paying to China, the East 
Indies and other countries with which 
we have no reciprocity treaties tens of 
millions of dollars each year for sugar 
on which we impose an Import duty, 
and as long aa we are compelled to pur- 
chase sugar from foreign, countries it 
Hfiems but right that we should give 
to thOHc granting us reciprocal benelltM 
an advantage In removing the tariff 
from their staple articles of export. If 
v/e are not paying out such vast sums 
to our .sugar producing countries there 
could be no question that the reciproc- 
ity treaty with Hawaii should be abro- 
gutod. But as lonu1 tt3 we are unable 
to produce suHiclont sugar for our own 
consumption It Is not, to my mind, good 
policy to radically change our relations 
with a country with which reciprocity 
has bncn mutually advantageous."

THE SESSION THIS MORNING, 


Substance of the Resolutions 


Whloh Were Then 


Adopted. 
: 


The annual convention of the Cali- 


fornia State Sabfbath Association open- 
ed last evening in the First Congrega- 
tional Church. Dr. W. W. Case of San 
•Francisco presided. The Rev, J. K. 
'McLean D. D,, president of the Pacific 
Theological Seminary delivered an ad- 
dress of welcome. 


The Rev. William 
Rader 
of Ban 


Francisco delivered' the principal ad- 
dress. 
He spoke on "The Open Ba- 


lonn." 
, 


He said in ipart: 
"No other 
institution1 In America 


more completely embodies or more per- 
fectly expresses the spirit of Sabbath 
desecration than the Sunday saloon. 
If 'the saloon Is a social nuisance on 
Sunday. It is secular in proportion as 
Sunday Is sacred. 
The community 


which lacks sufficient publio sentiment 
to close saloons on Sunday is not po- 
litically Christian. Something is radi- 
cally wrong whe-n full churches and full 
saloons exist side ty side In one city. 
The open church and the open saloon 
make a social paradox. The closed im- 
lotxn and the open church la the ideal 
condition. 
"The ground of our opposition Is not 
the Influence of Sunday closing upon 
worklngmen, nor the historical Sab- 
bath sustained by proof texts from 
Scripture, nor upon the fact that In thia 
State \ve tiavo no civic Sa'bbath. The 
open saloon on Sunday Js a disgrace, 
whether Tabor la profited or. not. Tl.f 
economy of the problem IB subordinate 
to the righteousness of It. The open 
saloon is a m«nace to Sabbath sanctity 
whether tho Seven th-iday A'dventists 
are right or wrong. No hair-splitting 
definitions of the Sabbath materially 
nfi'ect the broader bastU principle un- 
derlying the whole question. 
"I havo heard of but one saloon toe- 
ing suppressed In San Francisco, and 
that was by dynamite. When pufollo 
Hentlment turns to dynamite, when 
temperance .sentiment becomes explos- 
ive and definite and consolidated, tht-n 
the suppression will BO on. 
' 
"Approached on any side a discus- 
sion of Sabbath desecration opens up 
every living topic ag-rrtctiirg the public 
mind. It k) a hornet's nest, which once 
disturbed brings out every phase of the 
secular spirit and every form o-f ma- 
terialism. It foltows therefore that the 
matter of Salbba'th observance Is log- 
ically Interwoven with the whole prob- 
lem of the liquor traffic. 
"In tho city of Oakland, within the 
two years, two magnificent 
at- 
tempts were • made, 
not merely 
for 
temperance reform, but for the honor 
of the 'Lord's day and the glory of God. 
In both instances the 
people .were 
practically one. 
It is ,truo that one 


sect, consistent wl'th Its own views, 
took grounds against this m'ovement 
*nd marched w-ith the saloon power, 
'but for the most parr the people we're 
united. 
In 
both instances, notalbl^ 
the first, the leaders fell, stabbed to 
the heart ,by the arrows of the enemy 
poisoned with power. By one vote a 
great victory for Sunday closing was 
lost by one of your representatives—or 
rather mlsrepresentatives—a man who 
was solemnly pled;god to sustain the 
people eloctcd to the office of Council- 
man on the Non-Partisan .temperance 
ticket, but who on two different oc- 
cas'lons, with apparent sincerity and 
with an air of a martyr, Tell before 
Richmond, stunned and battered by 
the paper pellet of a political pop-gun. 
"Let us -bring to this 'battle .the can- 
non of a clVio Sa'Ub'ath loiw. In 1868 
an act entitled 'An act for the better 
observance of the Sabbath' passed the 
Legislature. A man accused of violat- 
ing the law appealed 'to the Supreme 
Court, which decided that it was un- 
constitutional. In 1872 another law was 
passed, 
remaining in force 
eleven 
years. A political p'arty destroyed it, 
Since 1883 we 'have had no civic Sab- 
bath law. From our Legislature 
we 
h'ave a right to expect an act that will 
place California in tho Hat of clviicly 
protected States on the Sabaith diay." 
The closing address was by the Rev. 


H. P. Boynton Upon ""tine Necessity of 
Educating the Youngr Upon the Sab- 
bath Question." 
The convention hold a business session 


this morning In tho gome place. 


A series of nineteen resolutions was In- 


troduced by Dr. Bevlor relating to Sab- 
bath observance. 


Rev. 
Johnson presented two resolutions, 


the first to tho effect that tho Executive 
Commltteio bo. Instructed to make special 
effort to cause all open saloons to;-be 
closed on the.Christian Sabbath; the sec- 
ond, 
to bond their efforts towards the 


closing of all PoHtofflces.on Sunday. All 
were referred to the Committed on Reso- 
lutions. 
Rev. Dr. H. A. Kolchum of Berkeley 


presided. A Committee on Finance was 
appointed, consisting of Dr. Bovler, Revs. 
Calhoun and .Fish.

ORDINANCE No.—An Ordinance declar- 
ng and determining the general specifica- 
tions for Improving and paving main thor- 
oughfares, business streets and residence 
streets of the city of Oakland. 
Be It ordained by the Council of the city 


of Oakland as follows: 


SECTION I. 


SPECIFICATIONS TOR IMPROVINQ 


AND PAVING BUSINESS STREETS. 
The general specifications for paving 


and Improving business streets in the city 
of Oakland, which shall include grading, 
curbing, forming gutters and culverts and 
paving with asphalt, wood blocks and bi- 
tuminous sand rock, of said business 
streets of the city of Oakland, shall be and 
are hereby determined to be and fixed as 
und declared to be as set forth herein, and 
:he same shall be tho specifications for 
and all work of improving or paving said 
business strects'of the city of Oakland and 
all work shall be done under and In ac- 
cordance with said specifications, unless 
otherwise ordered and ofnclally deter- 
mined by City Council. 


SECTION II. 


Pavements on business streets ahall In 


all cases consist of a concrete foundation 
at least six (C) Inches thick covered with a 
wearing surface of bituminous rock, as- 
phalt or wooden blocks, constructed .as 
icrclnafter specified. 


SECTION 
III. 


GRADING}. 


The roadbed when prepared to receive 


:ho concrete foundation, shall be brought 
:o a sub-grado equaling In dopth below tho 
"Inlshed pavement tho thickness of the 
foundation and pavement, and shall be fln- 


ihed so as to be parallel with and In 


every way made to conform to the sur- 
face of the finished pavement, and this is 
to be done as follows: ' 


The excavation shall first be made three 


(3) inches above tho sub-f-rado, then a 
roller weighing not loss than 'two hundred 
and fifty pounds (260 IbH) por linear inch 
shall pass over the same till tho material 
s compressed to a depth of six inches (B"), 
that being tho test, after which tho rolled 
surface shall bo dressed down to or filled 
up with material of the roadbed to tho 
surface of tho sub-grade, and again rolled 
until it shall be true, compact and smooth 
to the proper sub-grado. 


All places that cannot be reached by the 


roller must be tumped and made as solid 
as If rolled. 


Any materials Impracticable to consoli- 
date as above specified shall be removed 
to n depth of six Inches (6") below sub- 
grade and cam! or gravel substituted 
therefor to a depth of nine Inches (9"), 
thoroughly rolled and finished In every 
way as above specified for tlie roadbed. 


The finished sub-grade shall conform to 


tho cross section on file with the 'City 
Clerk. 


SECTION TV. 


CURBING. 


Curbs on business streets shall be of 


lard, gray granito, uniform in color and 
texture, free 
from cracks or surface 


•loams, to be not less than five foot (5 ft.) 
long, sixteen Inches <18") deep, Hlx inches 
<G") wloo on tho top. The bod of the curb 
must average not less than seven Inches 


Tho top surface and face or street side 


to a depth of eight Inches (S") from tha 
top, dressed (equal to a six (0) cut patent 
hammer) and below this for seven inches 
(7") 
or thirteen inches (13") from the top, 


dressed so that similarly dressed stone 
laid against it wlll^ not have a Joint ex- 
ceeding one-half of an Inch (%"). 


On the Inside or Bide walk a chisel draft 


cut ono Inch (1") wide from the top edge. 
Tho droaaing on top, face and the chisel 
draft shall bo true to line and tmrface, and 
at right angles. 


Tho onds of tho stone to be dressed so 


that when laid stone to stone tho joints 
shall not exceed one-Quarter of'an inch 
(!4") and shall have mortar joints pointed 
on the street side and on the top. 


Circular curbs will conform In all re- 


spects to the specifications for straight 
curbs, except that It will bo cut to the re- 
quired radius, the ends cut on radial linos 
and in lengths and othor details shown on 
plans on file with tlio City Clerk. 


Tho stone shall bo imbedded in at least 


six inches (C") of sand and bo placed true 
to line and grade and backed with sand or 
sand loum, und tamped solid. 


SECTION V. 
GUTTERS. 


The stone for gutters on business streets 


to bo basalt or hard, gray yranite blocks, 
uniform in toxturo', free from cracks or 
surface seams. 


Tha blocks to be not less than eight 


Inches (S") nor more than twelve Inches 
(12") 
long, not loss than four inches (•!") 


nor more than 
five 
Inches (5") wide, 


not less than six Inches (0") nor more than 
seven inches (7") deop. 


All blocks shall he sufficiently dressed to 


present smooth rectangular faces with 
straight edges on top, bottom and sides, 
so as to bo laid with half Inch (•*") 
joints. 


The blocks shall bo placed upon a foun- 


dation of Portland cement concrete four 
inches (4") thick, which shall first be cov- 
ered with a cushion of Portland cement 
ono Inch (1") in thickness, mixed dry in 
proportion by measure of ono (1) part ce- 
ment to four (4) parts of clean, sharp sand, 
free from clay, mica and foreign matter 
and not showing on shaking with water a 
subsidence of more than five por cent (5%) 
by volume of loam, and lalfl stono to stone 
true to surface, In uniform courses and 
joints broken at least three Inches (3"). 


The sub-grade shall In all cases bo pre- 


pared for the concrete foundation by com- 
plying with Section 3 of thla Ordinance. 


When laid, tho gutters nhnll bo swept 


clean of all dirt and rubbish, and the 
spaces between tho blocks shall be ab- 
solutely froo and clear from all dirt of any 
description. Portland coment grout in the 
proportion of ono (1) part cement and two 
(2) parts clean, sharp sand shall then be 
pourod over the gutters, previously wet- 
ted, and broomed into spaces between the 
blocks until all oit said spaces are thor- 
oughly 
filled.

After grouting, the gutters shall.be 


guarded and maintained against Injury or 
disturbance for at least six (6) days. 


Gutters shall be of the plan shown on 


file with tho City Clerk for the improve- 
ment of tho street, and of the width spec- 
Itled In the Resolution of Intention for 
said improvement. 


SECTION VI. 
CULVERTS. 


Street surface drainage culverts shall be 


of cast iron and concrete of the design and 
dimensions shown on the plan for the 
work on file with the City Clerk. 


The iron to be of gray iron, of uniform 


color and structure, with medium grain, 
sharp, bright fracture, tough texture, and 
a low percentage of graphite. 


It shall be clear and free from sand sco- 


ria, coal shots, blow holes, blister or other 
injurious defects. 


Tests for toughness will be a blow from 


a four-pound (4 Ib.) hammer which shall 
produce an indentation on a rectangular 
edge of tlie casting without flaking the 
metal. 
It shall have a smooth surface and be 


coated Inside and out with a double coat- 
ing of paraffino paint.

CONCRETE FOUNDATIONS.

shall bo free from all deleterious sub- 
stances, such as non-bituminous organic 
matter, soluble salts and loam. It shall 
not bo tho residue obtained from tho arti- 
ficial, distillation of coal, coal tar or petro- 
louin oils. It shall be of even and uniform 
composition, and shall contain 
nothing 


that will vaporize under a temperature of 
throe hundred (300) degrees Fahr., under 
ordinary treatment. 
Its contained as- 


phalt ahall bo of a permanent and cemont- 
Itious nature, suitable in all respects to 
make upon proper admixture with re- 
fined natural liquid asphalt, a durable and 
satisfactory ccmont. 


Th* refined natural liquid asphalt shall 


be obtained by treating In suitable ves- 
sels, and at a suitable temperature, a nat- 
ural liquid asphalt, so as to doprlvo it of 
all waters or oils vaporlzablo under a tem- 
perature, of throe hundred and fifty (350) 
degrees Fahr., and of all othor injurious 
?ubstances and the refining process shall 
be so conducted as In no wise to Impair 
the valuable qualities of thn liquid as- 
phalt. It small be absolutely froo from ad- 
mixture with any compounds of paralllno 
or of coal tar, It shall be of no less than 
ninety-seven por cent (97 por ct,) pure. 


The resulting asphaltic comunt shall bo 


free from water, volatile oils and all other 
deleterious substances, and its contained 
asphalt shall In all respects be suitable to 
meet tho requirements of an adhesive and 
lasting cement and It shall in all respects 
have tho tempar and other qualities noc- 
essary to produce a pavement that shall 
not be too soft in tho summer nor too hard 
and brittle in tho winter. 


The sand shall be clean sharp sand, froo 


from loam, mica, clay or othor earthy Im- 
purities. On sifting It shall have at least 
fifteen per cent (IB per ct.) of material 
that will bo caught on a forty (40) mesh 
por inch sieve, twonty-flvo per cent (25 
por ct) of material that 
will pass an 


eighty (80) mesh por Inch sieve, ton per 
cent (10 por ct.) of which at least must 
pass a ono hundred (100) mesh por Incn 
sieve, if tho sand to be used does not con- 
tain tho. deslrod lino material, mineral 
dust unaffected by water may be usod to 
make up tho deficiency. 


Tho sand and tho asphaltic cement shall 


be heated In separate vonsels to about 
throe hundred (300) degress Fahr. and in 
no case shall the temperature bo permit- 
ted to reach over throe hundred and fifty 
(350) degrees Fahr. Aftor being thus suit- 
ably hoatod the proper proportion of tho 
limestone powder, cold, shall bo added to 
the hot sand, and the sand, limestono 
powder and tho asphaltic cement In their 
proper proportion shall then be mixed 
together In a suitable power mixer so that 
every particle of sand shall be thoroughly 
coated with a thin layer of usplmltlc co- 
ment.

"When we struck the rock," said Mr. 


Turn Suden, "we were tmt a short d'is- 
tance from the 'hen and chicken,' a 
roc* that stands hight above 'the waves 
and Vaughan told u« to make for Red 
Rock in the little skiff towed astern. 
The object was to put two of us ashore 
and the third to go back after the re- 
maining two clinging to the yacht. We 
had such confidence in Vaughan that 
we obeyed, not, however, without de- 
murring. 
Once away from the yacht, 
the skirt was at 'ne mercy of the heavy 
wind and high sea. 
"We tried to make the rode a few 
rods off, 'but we were driven ashore. 
It is a. miracle that we ever reached 
the shore in that sea.

BATTLED WITH THE WAVES. 
"For two hours I must have rowed

By. some miraculous 
chance, I finally succeeded in getting 
back to the Chinese Junk and -then, 
after 'bribery and persuasion, we in- 
ciuced the Chinese to take us out to the 
yacht in one of their fishing boats. 
"We went around as close ta where 
we supposed the yacht to be and then 
we circled around Red1 Rock. We saw 
nothing of the yacht but it was quite; 
dark and we may have beem unable to 
see her even had she been in the same 
place.

^The divorce suit of Millie Hudelson 
against B. F. Hudelson will be set 
shortly for an early trial. 


It promises to occasion a great deal 


of interest, as it is a decidedly peculiar 
case, , and the defendant has become 
widely known, being the former State 
president of the A. P. A. 


In the complaint the woman in the 
case declares she was married to Hud- 
elson In Modesta, but- that later she 
deserted him. In his answer Hudelson 
charges blackmail, declaring that he 
had never married the woman and that 
she is a public character. 
• 
Last week, it is said, , the attorneys 
for the wornan tried to1 drop the suit, 
but this Hudelopns attorneys would 
not agree to. It 'Is., now 
understood 
that Hudelson will -force matters in 
court and will sue for 150,000 damages. 
A peculiar fatality has surrounded 
the taking of the depositions' in the 
case. Three of the witnesses for the 
woman hav» dropped dead, either while 
Just prior or after obtaining their testi- 
mony.

- Death wa.s caused by kidney trouble, 
from which he had suffered for over a 
year. Old age also had laid its hand 
on the man, and death came very 
quietly. 


T3r. William ' Gibbons was born in 


'Wilmington, Newcastle county, Dela- 
ware, April 10, 1812. His parents were 
W'illiaim Gibbons, .M. D., and -Rebecca 
(Donaldson) Gibbons. 


His early training and education was 


c-arefully guided by his parents. Sub- 
sequently he learned the printing busi- 
ness and followed that for a number .of 
years. 


Impressed with the necessity for. a 


liberal education, he attended medical 
and scientific lectures in Philadelphia- 
during that period. 
' , ' " ' " 


Later he became a member of the 


Philadelphia Academy of Natural Sci- 
ence, which has - ever offered the best 
opportunities for the study of science. 
At the same time he adopted the study, 
of botany as a specialty aside from his: 
profession. Failing In health, he re- 
turned to his native county, and occu- 
pied himself with farming until 1S39. 
He then took charge of a young ladles' 
seminary at Poughlceepsie, Dutcheas 
county, New York, until 1840. 


STUDYING MEDICINE. 


Meanwhile he studied- med<iclne and 


by dint of close application to his 
studies, was able to graduate In 1S46 
from the university .of-the city of New 
York. In the same year, with the aid 
of Messrs. Kelly and Pratt, he made a 
raid on the school system of Lancashire 
county, which was confined within the 
strictest bounds of antiquity. He was 
successful in overturning the pernicious 
system and established the free school 
system now the pride of the country. 
For four years he was the president of 
the board controlling the new order of 
things, associating still with Kelly aud 
Pratt. 


In December, 1S52, he sailed from 
New York on the steamer "Uncle Sam" 
to the Isthmus of Panama. -There he, 
among many others, suffered greatly 
from an atack of ,the cholera. .Dr. 
Gibbons always remembered with grati- 
tude the action of the late W. C. Ral- 
ston in carrying him from the hotel to 
the Ijealch. 1't was then that a. lasting 
friendship between the two men sprung 
up. He sailed from Panama on the 
Cortes, Captain Crocker, which met 
with a disaster that resulted in the loss 
..of fifty-eight lives. 


PRACTICING MEDICINE. 


A short time after landing he began 


the practice of medicine January 3, 1893, 
which he continued until 1S5G, 
when he 


moved to Columbia,' TouJumn-e county. 
Here the old Lancashire school system 
flourished. The doctor at once drew up 
his foices for an attack, was victorious, 
and succeeded in establishing the free 
school system. A brick school house 
was built, and accommodation furnish- 
ed for 200 pupils. He stayed there until 
1SG2, 
.when he made a trip to Mono 


county, and finally 'Damora, Esmeral- 
da county, Nevada. 


IN ALAMEDA. 


He went to Alameda in 1863 and when 


the town was Incorporated in 1872 he 
became president of the Board of Edu- 
cation. Here also he established'.the 
free school system, for which that town- 
ship is justly 
proud. Dr. 
ijlioibons 
lias always been closely identified with 
the best interests of the town, and dur- 
ing his thirty-six years' residence there 
has earned the esteem and respect of 
all. Dr. Gibbons was also one ot.tne 
founders of the1 Alameda library. 
He married March 5, 1S35, Mrs. Mary 
Robinson, a native of New York City. 
The marriage ceremony was conducted 
in the old Quaker fashion, and the mar- 
riage certificate bore 113 names. 
The deceased was 85 years old at thp 
time of his death. He had two eons; 
Robinson and 
^-ifred.' 
Giib.bonis. 
A 
nephew, . Harry, is a physician in Srt.ri 
Francisco. The deceased was an uncle 
of Mrs. E. G. Cohen of Alameda. 
The funeral took place this morning 


from his late residence and was largely 
attended.

Rev. Dr. Wendte Tells of the 


Conference of the 


Unitarians. 


An Interacting Sermon Detailing 


-His Visit to the North- 


wost. 


Rev. C. TV. Wendte, at the First Uni- 


tarian Church gave his people Sun- 
day an -interesting account at his re- 
cent iourcey to the Pacific Northwest, 
to attend the Unitarian Conference in 
Portland, Or. The conference includ- 
ed all the churches of this order on the 
coast. It numbers about thirty socie- 
ties, twenty o£ them in California, and 
ten practicing stations. It keeps twen- 
ty-four ministers actively and ten in- 
termittently employed and counts nine- 
teen church edifices valued at $435,000. 
Two societies were added during- the 
past year tmd new work begun in .sev- 
eral towns, while new edifices have 
fceen completed in Ontario, Redlands, 
Santa Ana and San Diego. 


The current income of those churches 


has been reduced about one-third, ow- 
ing to the hard times, but the indebt- 
edness resiling on the. churches has 
toeen reduced even more. What is still 
more encouraging, the missionary aid 
received from denominational treasur- 
ies in greatly lessened; only $4,000 this 
year, as against $11,000 in 1893, showing 
that the local churches are rapidly com- 
ing to a self-sustaining 
and. 'self-re- 
opccting basis. 
The book room and 
headquarters, at 300 Post street, San 
Francisco, are solvent, and the newspa- 
per, The Pacific Unitarian, with a paid 
£ubscrlption of 1,200, is out of debt. 
Mr. Wendte said that the late session, 
the thirteenth, was very interesting. 
Rev. Dr. Stebbins' opening sermon waa 
full-of fire, despite his 75 years, and 
made a line impression. Through the 
Orfegoniaji it received a large circula- 
tion throughout the Northwest. 
Rev. 


2kir. Alger the speaker described as one 
of the last representatives of the old 
Bchool of Now England clergy, scholar- 
ly, lofty In thought, with many liter- 
ary graces, and a power and charm of 
delivery that younger men might emu- 
late. His paper on the issues between 
materialistic systems of thought and 
the idealistic and spiritual faith of the 
modern Christian, was a very fine one. 
It nobly asserted and convincingly 
demonstrated the unity, supremacy and 
eternity of the soul powers in man. 
The conference dealt with the prin- 
ciple of evolution, which it accepted as 
a true explanation of the 
life and 
growth of the unl.verse. 
But it ear- 
nestly maintained the primary import- 
ance of a first cause, as the chief source 
and true explanation o£ the evolution- 
ary process. 
It expressed its profound reverence 
and gratitude for the character arid 
teachings of Jesus Christ, while main- 
taining the entirely human nature of 
•Hl« person and gospel. 
While fairly 
.well agreed in Its opinions, It listened 
patiently and courteously to extreme 
and.radical utterances on many sub- 
jects of religious philosophy, history 
and church polity, thus vindicating its 
'own claim to free thought, toleration 
and liberality. 
A resolution offeree! by Mr. "Vvondte 


expressing profound regret at the ac- 
tion 6f the United States Senate in re- 
jecting the Arbitration treaty with 
Creat Britain and calling for its early 
reconsideration, kindled a brief debate, 


* l>ut -was later passed by a unanimous 
.vote. 
The speaker dwelt, in closing, on the 
•conic splendors and vast material re- 
sources of the States of Oregon and 
.Washington. The two States have a 
vomewhat larger area than the King- 
dom of Prussia, while their fertility 'of 
soil, forestation, mineral wealth and ac- 
cessibility by river and 
ocean 
are 
much greater than those of the Ger- 
man State. Yet the latter sustains a 
population of thirty millions, while our 
Jforthwest numbers barely'800,000. The 
future, however, of this region, so lav- 
ishly endowed by nature, was inspiring 
to contemplate. It would yet be the 
prosperous and happy home of many 
millions of people. To make sure that 
their moral and spiritual future should 
not fall behind their material, was the 
•work of the churches. No nation could 
be great, happy, or enduring which did 
not believe in individual righteousness, 
practice the domestic and social vir- 
tues, and cherish a lofty religious faith. 
It was necessary, however, that this 
ikith should be free and rational as well 
••« fervent, and that tha religion of the 
future should be based primarily upon 
character and holy living, and not on 
dogma and mere .pious observance. To 
this end the Unitarian Church exists. 
It believes in a religion that begins in 
the heart, but does not end there; a re- 
ttgion that is illuminated by the rea- 
son, and made actual in character and 
iierviee. It is a necessary and influen- 
tial factor in Christendom, and its pros- 
S*cts of growth and usefulness were 
l*ever moa-e assured than now.

ORDINANCE No.—An Ordinance declar- 
ing and determining the general specifica- 
tions for improving and paving main thor- 
oughfares, business streets and residence 
streets of the city of Oakland. 
Be It ordained by the Council of the city 


of Oakland as follows: 


SECTION L 


SPECIFICATIONS 
FOR IMPROVING 


AND PAVING BUSINESS STREETS, 
The general specifications for paving 


and improving business streets in the city 
of Oakland, which shall include grading, 
curbing, forming gutters and culverts and 
paving with asphalt, wood blocks and bi- 
tuminous sand rock, of said business 
streets of the city of Oakland, shall be and 
are hereby determined to be and fixed as 
and declared to be as set forth herein, and 
the same shall be the specifications for 
and all work of Improving or paving said 
business streets of the city of Oakland and 
all work shall be done under and In ac- 
cordance with said specifications, unlesa 
otherwise ordered and officially deter- 
mined by City Council. 


SECTION H. 


Pavements on business streets shall In 


all cases consist of a concrete foundation 
at least six (0) Inches thick covered with a 
wearing surface of bituminous rock, as- 
phalt or wooden blocks, constructed .as 
hereinafter specified. 


SECTION -ni 


GRADING. 


The roadbed when prepared to receive 


'.he concrete foundation, shall be brought 
to a sub-grade equaling in depth below the 
finished pavement the thickness of the 
Foundation and pavement, and shall be fin- 
ished BO as to be parallel with and In 
every way made to conlorin to the sur- 
face of the finished pavement,-and this Is 
to be done as follows: ' 


The excavation shall first be made three 


(3) inches above the sub-grade, then a 
roller weighing not less than two hundred 
and flfty pounds (250 Ibs) per linear inch 
shall pass over the same till the material 
s compressed to a depth of six inches (6"), 
that being the test, after which the rolled 
surface shall be dressed down to or filled 
up with material of the roadbed to the 
surface of the sub-grade, and again rolled 
until it shall be true, compact and smooth 
to the proper sub-grade. 


All places that cannot be reached by the 


roller must be tamped and made as solid 
as If rolled. 


Any materials Impracticable to consoli- 


date as above specified shall be removed 
to a depth of six inches (6") below sub- 
grade and sand or gravel substituted 
therefor to a depth of nine Inches (9"), 
thoroughly rolled and finished In every 
way as above specified for the roadbed. 
The finished sub-grade shall conform to 
the cross section on file with the 'City 
Clerk.

CURBING. 


Curbs on business streets shall be of 


tiard, gray granite, uniform in color and 
texture, free from cracks or surface 
seams, to be not less than five feet-<6 ft.) 
long, sixteen Inches (16") deep, six inches 
(6") wlc.e on the top. The bed of the curb 
must average not less than seven inches 
(7").The top surface and face or street side 
to a depth of eight Inches (8") from the 
top, dressed (equal to a six (C) cut patent 
hamirer) and below this for seven Inches 
(7") or thirteen inches (13") from the top, 
dressed so that similarly dressed stone 
laid against It will, not have a joint ex- 
ceeding one-half of an inch (%"). 


On the inside or side walk a chisel draft 


cut one inch (1") wide from the top edge. 
The dressing on top, face ar.d the chisel 
draft shall be true to line and surface, and 
at right angles. 


The ends of the stone to be dressed so 
that when laid stone to stone .the joints 
shall not exceed one-quarter of an inch 


) and shall have mortar joints pointed 


on the street side and on the top. 
Circular curbs will conform in all re- 


spects to the specifications for straight 
curbs, except that it will be cut to the re- 
quired radius, the ends cut on radial lines 
and In lengths and other details shown on 
plans on file with the City Clerk. 


The stone shall be imbedded In at least 
six inches (6") of sand and be placed true 
to line and grade and backed with aunci or 
sand loam, and tamped solid.

GUTTERS. 


The stone for gutters on business streets 


to be basalt or hard, gray granite blocks, 
uniform in texture', free from cracks or 
surface seams. 


The blocks to be not leas than eight 


inches (8") nor more than twelve Inches 
(12") long, not less than four Inches (4") 
nor more than five inche* (5") wide, 
not less than six inches (6") nor more than 
seven inches (7") deep.

All blocks shall be sufficiently dressed to 


present smooth rectangular faceg with 
straight edges on top, bottom and sides, 
so as to be laid with half Inch 04") 
joints. 


The blocks shall be placed upon a foun- 


dation of Portland cement concrete'four 
inches (4") thick, which shall first be cov- 
ered with a cushion of Portland' cement 
one Inch (1") In thickness, mixed dry in 
proportion by measure of one (1) part ce- 
ment to four (4) parts of clean, sharp sand, 
free from clay, mica and foreign matter 
and not showing on shaking with water a 
subsidence of more than flve per cent (5%) 
by volume of loam, and laid stone to stone 
true to surface, In uniform courses and 
joints broken at least three Inches (3"). 


The sub-grade shall In all cases be pre- 


pared for the concrete foundation by com- 
plying with Section 3 of this Ordinance. 


When laid, the gutters shall be swept 


clean of all dirt and rubbish, and the 
spaces between the blocks shall be ab- 
solutely free and clear from all dirt of any 
description. Portland cement grout in the

poured over the gutters, previously wet- 
ted, and broomed into spaces between the

Street surface drainage culverts shall 'be 


of cast iron and concrete of the design and 
dimensions shown on the plan for the 
work on file with the City Clerk.

a low percentage of graphite. 


It shall be clear and free from sand sco- 
ria, coal shots, blow holes, blister or other 
Injurious defects. 
Tests for toughness will be a blow from 


a four-pound (4 Ib.) hammer which shall 
produce an indentation on a rectangular 
edge of the casting without flaking the 
metal.

be dusted with One Portland cement, and 
then be rolled -with' a • roller * of at least 
ten (10) tons weight, which rolling must 
continue for not less than flve (5) hours 
for each one thousand (1000) square yards 
of pavement laid, and then be closed to 
.traffic for at least three. (3) days to allow 
for cooling and consolidating. 
In all bituminous work provided for In 
the specifications the raw materials 
will be subjected at all times to inspec- 
tion by the Street Superintendent or his 
authorized agent, and any material re- 
jected or condemned by the proper officer 
shall be'immediately and permanently re- 
moved from the work. 


SECTION IX. 


ASPHALT PAVEMENTS. 


Upon the foundation of concrete there 


shall be spread and constructed an as- 
phaltle layer which shall be two Inches 
(2"') in thickness after ultimate compres- 
sion, and shall he composed as follows: 
Asphaltic cement,, ten to seventeen per 
cent (10 to 17%) by weight; sand (thor- 
oughly dried), eighty-eight to seventy-six 
per cent (88 to 78 per ct.) by weight; im- 
palpable powder of limestone, live to fif- 
teen per cent (5 to 15 per ct.) by weight. 
The proportions of asphaltlc cement, sand 
and.: limestone powder shall be such 
that,

most compression, the voids between 
.he particles of sand shall be completely 
Hied up with asphalt, and no more as- 
phalt shall be present than may be nec- 
issary to secure this result. 
All asphaltlc cement used shall be com- 
posed of either refined Bermuda or Trin- 
dad Lake asphalt, or a refined natural 
solid California asphalt or other equally 
;ood asphalt, each of which shall be at 
least eighty-five per cent (85 per ct.) pure, 
and be mixed with a refined natural liq- 
uid California asphalt, no less than nine- 
ty-seven per cent (97 per ct.) pure, and it 
shall be free from all deleterious sub- 
stances, such as non-bituminous organic 
matter, soluble salts and loam. It shall 
not b.e the residue obtained from the arti- 
Icial. distillation of coal, coal tar or petro- 
eum oils. It 'shall be of even and uniform 
composition, and shall contain 
nothing- 
that will vaporize under a temperature of 
three hundred (300) degrees Fahr., under 
ordinary treatment. Its contained as- 
phalt shall be of a permanent and cement- 
tious nature, suitable in all .respects to 
make upon proper admixture with re- 
flned natural liquid asphalt, a durable and 
satisfactory cement. 


The; refined natural liquid asphalt shall 
be obtained by treating in suitable ves- 
sels, and at a suitable temperature, a nat- 
ural liquid asphalt, so as to deprive it of 
all waters or oils vaporlzable under a tem- 
perature of three hundred and fifty (350) 
degrees Fahr., and of all other injurious 
iubstances and the refining process shall 
>e so conducted as in no wise to impair 
the valuable qualities of tha liquid as- 
phalt. It shall be absolutely free from ad- 
mixture with any compounds of parafflno 
or' of coal tar, It shall be of no less than 
ninety-seven per cent (97 per ct.) pure. 
• The resulting asphaltlc cement shall be 
free from water, volatile oils and all other 
deleterious substances, and its contained 
asphalt shall in all respects be suitable to 
meet the requirements of an adhesive and 
asting cement and it shall in ail respects 
have the temper and other qualities nec- 
essary to produce a pavement that shall 
not be too soft in the summer nor too hard 
and brittle in the winter. 


The sand shall be clean sharp sand, free 


?rom loam, mica, clay or other earthy im- 
purities. On sifting it shall have at least 
afteen per cent (IS per ct.) of material 
that will be caught on a forty (40) mesh 
per inch sieve, twenty-five per cent (25 
per ct) of material that will pass an! 
eighty (80) mesh per inch sieve, ten perl 
cent. (10 per ct.) of which at least must! 
pass a one hundred (100) mesh per incn 
sieve. If the sand to be used does not coh- 
:aln the. desired fine material, mineral 
dust unaffected by water may be used to 
make up the deficiency. 
The sand and the asphaltlc cement shall 
e heated in separate vessels to about 
three hundred (300) degress Fahr. and in 
no case shall the temperature be permit- 
ted to reach over threo hundred and flfty 
(350) degrees Fahr. After being thus suit- 
ably heated the proper proportion of tho 
limestone powder, cold, shall be added to 
the hot sand, and the sand, limestone 
powder and the asphaltlc cement in their 
proper proportion shall then be mixed 
together in a suitable power mixer so that 
every particle of sand shall be thoroughly 
coated with a thin layer of asphaltlc ce- 
ment. 
The mixture shall then be brought on to 


the street in suitable carts, and shall be 
spread at a temperature of about two 
hundred and flfty (250) degrees Fahr. on 
the foundation which has been previously 
prepared and cleaned of all rubbish, and 
which has thoroughly set and dried. 


The asphaltlc shall be uniformly spread 


with "hot iron rakes-to such a depth that 
after receiving its ultimate compression 
the finished asphaltlc layer shall show a 
thickness of not less than two inches (2"). 
After being spread the mixture shall be 
Ironed and compressed with hot Iron roll- 
ers, weighing at least two hundred and 
flfty pounds i!2fiO Ibs.) to the foot run, after 
which a small amount of hydraulic ce- 
ment shall be swept over It, and the whole 
thoroughly compressed by a steam roller 
weighing not less than two hundred and 
fifty pounds (250 Ibs.) to the inch run, the 
rolling to be continued for not less than 
flve (5) hours .for every thousand (1000) 
square yards of surface. 


Special care shall be given to the beat-

parks, Janes, alleys, courts or other 
public places on, at, or in front of tho 
entrance of any public building within 
the flre limits. 


On motion of Mr. Ro\ve, the ordinance

The ordinance relating to the tearing 


•up and re-filling of streets was unani- 
mously passed to pi-int. 
The "chicken" ordinance Vv-as taken 
tip and referred to the Committee on 
Ordinance and Judiciary. 
The ordinance originally provided 
that chickens miRht not run at large 
"within a- district bounded by T/wcnty- 
eecond street, Lake Merritt, Seventh 
and Peralta streets. The committee re- 
commended that tho district in question 
be made the First, Third,- Fifth and 
Sixth wards. 
Mr. Heitnmnn said ho would like to 
liave the Fourth ward included in the 
district and Mr. Fibush wanted the 
Fifth ward left out. 
"We want 
chic-kens in the 
Fifth 
Mrard," said he. 
It was therefore referred back to the 
committee to allow the fixing of boun- 
daries. 
The resolution introduced by Mr. 
JWatkiuson directing the City Attorney 
to dismiss the appeal now pending in 
the Supreme Court in regard to the suit 
of Gtorge Taylor against F. K. Mott 
and the other members of the last 
Council occasioned some comment. 
Mr. Howe moved that it be re-referred 
to the Committee on Ordinance and Ju- 
diciary. 


•Mr. AVatkinson wished to know why 
the motion was made. 
Mr. Howe answered that nearly all 
the expense had been incurred that 
•would be necessary and it would be b,ct- 
ter to have 'a. Supreme Court decision 
to guiiie the Auditor in the drawing of 
future warrants. 


MR. W ATKINSON'S VIEWS. 


Mr. Watkinson said he didn't see 


what the Auditor would want with 
more decisions. 
The Superior Court 


had already 
decided the matter, he 


fiaicl, and he could easily go ahead un- 
der that. There was not a town in the 
State, he said, with exempt firemen 
'that did not make the appropriation, 
and ha si'.ed AJameda as one example 
of this. 
That city had appropriated 
J500. 


Mr. Ilowe called for City Attorney 
Dow's opinion on the subject and that 
gentleman said that the expense of car- 
rying the case on appeal to a decision 
•would not exceed $25. It was set for 
argument in June, and within ninety 
days from that time a decision would be 
iianded down. In the particular case 
.Jn question, -he said, the judgment o£ 
the lower court would stand and the 
Auditor would be compelled to draw his 
warrant for the amount, but the Audi- 
tor could refuse to draw a warrant in 
any other cose. 
Mr. Fibush wished to know how much 
money could be appropriated. 
Mr. "Watklnson answered that the 
3aw allowed cities to appropriate $12,000, 
but It was not necessary to appropriate 
more than $1. In most cities $500 was 
appropriated, while in San Francisco 
the appropriation had been made the 
i-.ill »12,000. 
Mr. llcitmann asked the City Attor- 
ney what his advice to the Auditor 
tvould be should other bills similar in 
character bo presented.

Mr. Dow answered that it was his 
Judgment that the law did not apply to
